From all the information we receive through correspond- 
ence and personal observation we conclude that, in order to 
make a success of growing pansies the grower must: 1. Buy 
the best seed on the market (there is none to compare with 
Steele’s). 2. Control germination conditions so that the maxi- 
mum quantity of saleable plants result. (Many growers feel 
that soil sterilization is the answer.) 3. Feed correctly and 
sufficiently to produce a healthy, compact plant with one or 
two huge blooms. 4. Get your plants on the market at the 
earliest possible date to take advantage of prices at their 
highest level. (The use of plant bands will greatly lessen the 
shock of transplanting for the home gardens and they are in 
demand for that reason and for ease in handling.) 5. Give your 
customer as much information as possible on how to keep his 
pansies growing strongly so that he will come back to you 
next year for more plants. (Our leaflet on “How to Grow 
Larger Pansies” was prepared to save you time in answering 
questions on culture.) Last, but not least, ask top prices for 
your pansy plants and see that your stock is worth that price. 
If your pansies are the best on the market you need not 
worry about competitive prices. 


Directions for 


GERMINATING SEED 


If you are a new grower, send for our booklet, “Commercial Pansy 
Culture’. Price 25c. Refunded with first order. 


1. Have your soil weed free and pulverized to a depth of eight or more 
inches. If available use some one of the many soil sterilizing methods 
now known. On the level surface spread evenly a layer of compost 
or pulverized well-rotted manure to a depth of at least one inch. 
Soak the bed thoroughly. Allow to dry enough to rake and then 
roll or tamp to a level surface. Overlay compost with enough sand 
to produce a smooth top and roll again. 


2. Treat seed with Copper Oxide or Semesan. Sow in shallow drills or 
broadcast. We use 250 square feet to sow an ounce of seed broad- 
cast. Cover with sifted mixture of two parts peat moss to one part 
of compost. The depth of this covering should be about one-eighth 
inch. Then cover with light burlap or thin sheeting and anchor. 
Use spray of water to moisten surface after burlap cover is on. 
Make several applications to penetrate the peat so as not to float 
the seed from its original level. Do not use heavily chlorinated 
water if avoidable. 


3) Allowing plenty of ventilation keep your beds moist until germina- 
tion. Maintain constant moisture during the day but never allow 
seed beds to go into the evening overly moist. Any dryness after 
seeds germinate is fatal. As soon as plantlets begin to appear 
remove burlap and sift a thin layer of peat moss on the top of the 
beds. To avoid damping off water your seedlings cautiously. Ger- 
mination time from 8 to 21 days depending on weather conditions 
If you have trouble from damping off, water seedlings with Seme- 
san solution. 


4. If your fall seedlings are not growing rapidly enough, fertilizer is 
the answer. The same goes for late winter and spring. Feed them 
often and cultivate frequently for top results and maximum profits 
that you should get from our seeds.

Check your order carefully and send remittance in full by money 
order, check, or stamps if no Florist Credit Rating. Be sure to write 
your name and address plainly, including zone number as stricter 
postal regulations require zones for delivery of catalogs. No extra 
charge for airmail. 


If you plan to make several plantings this year, tell us when and 
we will ship your seed to reach you at the proper time. Warm climates 
are not safe to store pansy seeds unless kept under mild refrigeration.
